DRAFT LIKELY 10 
BEGIN IN WEEA 


Master Lists Received by Ward 
Boards and Notices Will Be 
Mailed in Few Days. 


MUST REPORT IN 5 DAYS 


One-Third of Eligibles to Ap- 
-». pear, Then Others on Two 
Succeeding Days. 


Master lists prepared by Provost Cen- 
eral Crowder at Washington showing 
the order in which registered men must 
Yeport for examination for the new na- 
tional army, as determined by the loct- 
tery drawing held at Washington 32 
week ago last Friday, were being deliv- 
ered to the ward exemption boards in 
St. Louis today. This will make it pos- 
‘sible for the examinations of drafted 
St. Louisans to begin next Monday 
morning. 


' The lists were sent here from the of- 


fice of Adjutant-General McCord at Jef- 
ferson City, having been sent there di- 
rect frum Washington. The boards have 
not yet received the official notification 
forms upon which to send out notices 
to the drafted men, but these are ex- 
pected in time not to further delay the 
work. 

The local boards have three days after 
the receipt of the master lists to pre- 
pere their lists of cligibles and send out 
notices, but many of the boards, by 
using the official list in so far as it 
applied to St. Louis, as printed in the 
Post-Dispatch last Saturday, have so 
simplified their work that they will be 
able to send out notices within a few 
hours, provided they receive the proper 
blanks. Former Mayor F. H. Kreis- 
™mann, chairman of the Twenty-thiru 
Ward board, said the use of the Post- 
Dispatch list had saved his board two 
or three days’ work.

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IBRITISH CRUISER TORPEDOED 


AND SUNK; 38 MEN LOST 


Ariadne, 11,000-Ton 


Vessel 


Built in 1898, 


Which Had Complement of 667 
Men, Is Destroyed. 


LONDON, July 3#0.—The British cruiser 
Ariadne of 11,00 tons has been tor- 
pedoed and sunk, according to an offi- 
cial statement issued today by the Ad- 
miralty. 

Thirty-eight members of the Ariadne’s 
crew were killed by the explosion. Alt 
the other sailors were saved. 

The Ariadne was an old British 


cruiser, having been built in 189%. 
She was 450 feet long, 69 feet beam 
ond had a maximum draft of 27% 
‘cet. Her complement consisted of 
677 officers and men. 

The Ariadne carried 16 6-inch guns, 
i2 12-pounders and a number of 
smaller guns. She also was equipped 
with two submerged 18-inch torpedo) 
tubes.

GEN, PETAIN HAS GARDEN 
TO FEED HIS WHOLE STAFF 


Beans, Peas, Cabbage, Potatoes and 
Tomatoes Replace Lawn and Shrub- 
bery at Villa He Occupies. 
PARIS, July 9 (by mail).—The General 
in Chief of the French army is becom- 
ing the first gardener of France. He is 
raising, under his own supervisicn 
enough vegetables to supply the entire 

genera! staff. 

When Gen. Petain arrived at the 
simple villa now serving as general heaJ 
quarters, he found spacious lawns ani 
flower gardens. He obtained permis- 
sion from the proprietor to dig ther: 
up. Roses and other climbing plants 
have been replaced by beans, peas, cab- 
bage, tomatoes and potatoes. 

The General is out at daylight ever; 
morning inspecting his crops and direct- 
ing the work of soldiers who occupy 
their leisure off duty weeding and cul- 
tivating the garden. 


BERLIN TO HAVE LESS LIGHT 


COPENHAGEN, July 20.—Dark days 
literally are ¢oming for Berlin. An or- 
der has been issued restricting the light- 
ing of stores, hotels, restaurants and 
cafes to one-fifth of the degree of il- 
lumination permitted up to December 07f 
1916, the date when the preliminary or- 
der reducing illumination went into ef- 
fect. 

The order is due to the admittedly in- 
evitable coal shortage and transporta- 
tion difficulties of the coming winter.

PAROLE OF A. H. FREDERICK 
OPPOSED BY REALTY MEN 


Prison Board to Hold Hearing on Ap- 
plication of Festus J. Wade and 
Others Next Monday. 
Circulation of a petition to the State 
Prison Board, protesting against the 
granting of a parole to A. H. Fred- 
erick, was begun this afternoon by Theo- 
dore Hemmelmann, president of the 
Hemmelmann-Spackler Real Estate Co., 
as a counter move to the petition in 
Frederick’s favor, signed by Festus J. 
aw fade and a number of other business 
}!and professional men. The prison board 
is to hold a hearing on the parole ap- 
plication in Jefferson City next Monday. 
Frederick, a former real estate dealer, 
began serving a 10-year term for for- 
gery in April, 1915.

PRESIDENT AGAIN 
OBJECTS 10 FOOD 
LL AMENDMENTS 


Considers Proposed Committee 
on Conduct of War a Re- 
flection Upon Himself. 


OPPOSES A FOOD BOARD 


Senate Likely to Insist on Both 
Propositions; Possibility of 
Veto Discussed. 


WASHINGTON, July 3200.—President 
Wilson today declared again his opposi- 
tion to amendments to the food contro] 


bill now in conference providing for ans 
administrative board of three instead of 
one and for the creation of a congres- 
sional committee on expendtures in the 
conduct of the war. 

The President’s position was made 
clear today to Senator Chamberlain, 
one of the conferees on the bill. The 
President considers the committee on 
conduct of the war a reflection on him- 
self, and insists that there can be no 
question of the greater value of an in- 
Jividual food administrator over a board 
of three. 

Senatcr Chamberlain 
House convinced that unless the con- 
ferees eliminate those provisions the 
bill must go back to the Senate and 
House for further action. “The »ossibil- 
ity that the President might veto the 
measure if they were left in it was wide- 
ly discussed in Congress. The Presi- 
dent, however, it was said, gave no in- 
timation to Senator Chamberlain that 
he was so strongly opposed to the pro- 
visions as to veto the. bill. 

Senator Chamberlain said he thought 
the Senate conferees would insist on 
both the three-member food board and 
the congressional committee, causing 
disagreement on these two points alone. 
qchairman Lever of the House Agri- 
cultural Committee also conferred with 
the President and later conferred with 
Republican Leader Mann, who is ex- 
pected to renew his fight for the con- 
gressional committee, despite the fact 
that many Republicans are opposed to it. 

After hearing of the President's posi- | 
tion some of the Senate conferees ‘e- 
lieved it possible that they wouid yield 
on the food adminiStration board and

administrator, but did not believe ths 
Senate members would yield to the cun- 
gresasional cormmittee. 

Scope of Federal! Control. 

The conferees yesterday agreed that 
‘in addition to food, feeds and fuels, the 
Government shall control ‘‘fuel oil and 
natural gas, fertilizer and fertilizer in- 
gredients, tools, utensils, implements 
and equipment required for the actual 
production thereof,’ all designated as 
necessaries. The so-called control sec- 
tion of the House bill, much broader 
than the Senate's, was adopted, author- 
izing Federal regulation affecting spec- 
ulation, distribution and movement of 
the designated necessaries. 

The prohibition section, agreed to Sa:- 
urday, prohibits manufacture or im- 
portation of distilled beverages during 
the war, and authorizes the President 
to limit the alcoholic content of beer 
and wines and to commandeer distilled 
beverages when necessary. This was 2 
substitute for the House bone-dry sec- 
tion and for Ahe Senate inhibition of 
distilled beverage manufacture. The 
Smoot amendment for Federal purchase 
oi: all distilled spirits in bond . was 
stricken out. 

The prohibition clause as agreed to 
rollows: “‘That from and after 30 days 
from the date of the approval of this 
act no foods, fruits, food materials or 
feeds shall be used in the production of 
distilled spirits for beverage purposes; 
provided that ‘under such rules, regula- 
tions and bonds as the President may 
prescribe, such materials may be use4 
-n the production of distilled spirits ex- 
clusively for other than beverage pur- 
poses, or for the fortification of pure 
sweet wines as defincd by the revenue 
act of Sept. 8, 1916. 


Importation Is Barred. 

“‘Nor shall there be imported into the 
United States any distilled spirits. 
*‘Whenever the President shall find that 
limitation, rgulation of prohibition of 
the use: of foods, fruits, food materials 
or feeds in the production of malt or 
vinous liquors for beverage purposes, 
or that the reduction of the alcoholic 
contents of any such malt or vinous 
liquor is essential in order to assure 
an adequate and continuous supply of 
foods, or that the national security 
and defense will be subserved thereby, 
he is authorized from time to time to 
prescribe and give public notice to the 
extent of the limitation regulation, pro- 
hibition or reduction so necessitated. 
Whenever such notice shall have been 
given and shall have remained until 
revoked no person shall, after reason- 
able time prescribed in such notice, use 
any foods, fruits, food materials or 
feeds in the production of malt or 
vinous liquors or import any such 
liquors, except under license issued by 
the President and in compliance with 
rules and regulations determined by 
him governing the production and im- 
portation of such liquors and the alco- 
holic content thereof. Provided, fur- 
ther. that nothing in this section shall 
be construed to authorize licensing of 
the manufacture of vinous or malt 
liquors in any State, territory or civil 
subdivision thereof where the manu- 
facture of guch mait or vinous liquor 
is prohibited.”

NATIONAL PROHIBITION UP FOR 
DEBATE; VOTE ON WEDNESDAY 


Measyre, if Passed by Senate, Would 
Ge to House Which Kilied Like 
Measure in 1914. 


WASHINGTON, July %3%.—National 
prohibition came before the Senate to- 
day for debate, under agreement to vote 
Wednesday. Dry leaders here predicted 
victory by only one or two votes more 
than the necessary two-thirds major- 
ity. 

Senator Sheppard of Texas will open 
debate on his resolution, proposing sub- 
mission to the states of a national con- 
stitutional amendment for prohibition. 
Further discussion is expected to occu- 
py most of the Senate's time until the 
vote Wednesday. 

The resolution, if adopted, would have 
to pass the House, which killed a sim- 
flar proposal in 1914.

Alexieff, Ruzsky 
and Gurko and former War Minister 
Gutchkoff: At the conference it will 
be decided whether M. Kerensky will 
retain his portfolio of War Minister. 

Admiral Kolchak, former commander 
of the Black Sea fleet, is mentioned in 
connection with the Ministry of Ma- 
rine, a post also held by M. Kerensky. 

The Premier has decided that the new 
Cabinet will be comprised of fifteen or 
sixteen members, all equal in power. 
The Constitutional Democrats, M. As- 
troff and M. Kishkin, both ministeria, 
candidates, have handed to the Premier 
a statement of the conditions upon 
which they will colloborate. Chief 
among these are war by the side of the 
allies until victory is gained; a definite 
home policy in the struggle against an- 
archy and postponement of social re- 
forms until the constituent Assembly 
is convened. 

Won't Sacrifice Two Ministers. 

The Constitutional Democrats are res- 
olutely opposed to the Minister of Agri- 
culture, M. Tchernoff; they also appear 
to be against the Foreign Minister, M. 
Terrestchenko. But the Premier says 
that he will refuse to sacrifice either 
of these officials. 

M. Astroff declares that if the non- 
Socialist Ministers, as M. Kerensky de- 
mands, are proclaimed, independent of 
party dictation, the Socialist Ministers 
must cease taking instructions from the 
Councils of Deputies. A conference of 
the representatives of trade and indus- 
try has declared that it will collaborate 
only if all the power is confided tn the 
provisional government. 

As Premier Kerensky has announced 
that the reconstruction of the Cabinet 
would not mean any change in the Gov- 
ernment’s program, these demands 
would raise ag obstacle against such 
reconstruction. M. Tseretelli. Minister 
of Posts and and Telegraphs, is au- 
thority for the statement that if the 
attempt to reconstruction falls, the pres- 
ent Cabinet will remain in power. 

There have been allotted to the Min- 
istry of the Interior 7,000,000 rubles 
($3,500,000) to meet the expenses of clec- 
tions to the constituent Assembly. 

Premier Kerensky has suppressed the 
newspapers Justice (Prevda) and Justice 
for the Trenches, Germa ile organs 
of the Soctal Democratic Workmen's 
party.

BERLIN, via Copenhagen, Jul¥ 30.—

Thé Chancellor declared the recent 
speech of Premier Lloyd George again 
proved that Britain did not desire peace 
by understanding, but only by the en- 
slavement of Germany. He said the 
secret and open debates in the French 
Chamber of Deputies had disclosed plans 
of conquest which had been approved 
both by Great Britain and Russia and 
th written proofs of this had fallen 
into the hands of Berlin. 

Cdunt Czernin also referred to Lloyd 
George’s words, declaring he was mis- 
taken when he characterized as a sham 
the Reichstag peace fesolution. He 
said a complete agreement existed be- 
tween Berlin and Vienna, and what 
the Chancellor had declared in the 
Reichstag, he, for Austria, had declared 
months ago as his views for an honor- 
abje peace and a lasting reconcillation 
of the nation.

GERMAN PEACE STATEMENTS 
TAKEN AS SIGN OF WEAKNESS 


London Papers Skeptical as to Desire 
for End of the War by 
Understanding, 

LONDON, July 3#).—Statements by Dr. 


Michaelis, German Imperial Chancellor, 
and Count Czernin, the Austro-Hun- 
garian Foreign Minister, which are re- 
garded here as obviously made in collu- 
sion, dominate the news columns of the 
morning papers. They are generally 


treated editqrially as a sign of weak- 
ness, while the absence of reference to 
the future of Belgium and Servia is 
considered to exclude all credence in the 
desire for peace by understanding. Aus- 
tro-Hungarian peace talk, unless accom- 
panied by an undertaking to evacuate 
and restore conquered territories, is de- 
clared merely to be aimed at delaying 
America’s preparations for war. 

Herr Michaelis’ accusations against 
France are dismissed by some commen- 
tators as best left for refutation by 
French allies, but discussed by others, 
one of which says the story is too thin 
even for the Germans to believe. 

The Daily News, however, maintains 
that, although the Chancellor’s state- 
ments are valueless as evidence, they 
cannot be left unanswered and insists 
that a statement of war aims to be 
formulated at the coming conferences 
of allies must constitute an expHcit dis- 
avowal of all thought of conquest for 
conquest’s sake. The paper denounces 
the ignorance or the folly of Sfr Ed- 
ward Carson's threat to ‘“‘drive Germany 
behind the Rhine,”’ which, it is said, has 
given Michaelis a weapon which he has 
been swift to use.

Lansing’s Speech, Delivered Be- 
fore Talk Was Published, 
Regarded as Answer. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—German 
Chancellor Michaelis’ peace interview 
i; regarded at the State Department 
as another German attempt to bolster 
up public opinion at home, appeal to 
the peace sentiment in enemy and 
neutral countries, and create dis- 
sension between the allies. At tha 
Ktussian Embassy it was stated to Le 
wholly incorrect in fact. 

State Department officials say that 
“hile Germany attempts by innyendo 
te fasten on France a vast campaign 
of conquest, with the hope of making 
a® breach with the new Russian 
democracy, Michealis makes 1o sug- 
gestion that Germany herself has in 
any way revised her war program or 
accepted the principle of no annexa- 
tion. 

The new attempt at peace is con- 
sidered to be as hollow as the many 
otners which have followed German 
successes at arms and which took 
their most tangible form in the Ger- 
wan peace offer of Dec. 12. 


Present Maneuver Similar. 

The maneuver is viewed as simi- 
lar to that one, which had the pur- 
pose of getting the allies about a 
conferenc: table, where Germany 
roped to instill differences between. 
them and split up the alliance. At 
that time Ambassador Bernstorff was 
offering feelers which could be re- 
pudiated at will. 

The Government, it is stated, will 
‘ake no notice of the latest German 
effort. Secretary Lansing’s speech. 
aithough delivered before the Mich- 
aelis interview .- was published, is 
taken as a complete answer, in stat- 
ing that peace can come only when 
the united force of the wor:d's dem- 
cciacies have overthrown tie Ger- 
man military system. 

Russian Embassy officials were 
amused that the new German Chancel- 
lor should make such a mistake as 
tc say that Albert Thomas was sent 
tw Fetrograd “to overcome this re- 
morse of M. Terestchenko,” wnom he 
evidently thought to be Russian Mir- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, toward 
France’s plans of conquest. They 
point out that Thomas went to Petro- 
grad about three weeks after the 
revolution; that is, about March l, 
and that his sole purpose was to get 
inte: communication with the Counci! 
cf Soldiers’ and Workingmen’s dele- 
gates, as a fellow Socialist, to under- 
s'and their point of view. 

At that time Terestchenko was prac- 
tically unknown in France, as he had 
held the office, not of Foreign Secre- 
tary, but of Minister of Finance, for 
only two weeks. Milukoff was then 
Foreign Secretary and continued to 
conduct all the country’s foreign affairs 
for the first six weeks of Thomas’ visit: 
Terestchenko succeeded him about two 
weeks before. Thomas left for France, 
and the two men came to an absolute 
understanding, which was publicly an- 
nounced by Terestchenko. As a result 
of their agreement, Russia asked for a 
conference of war aims, and both 
France and England accepted the invi- 
tation. 


Little Effect in Russia Expected. 
It is realized at the Russian Embassy 


that the German policy is sufficiently 
clever to mislead many people in Russia, 
end that it is evidently based on that 
hope. Nevertheless, the attitude of the 
Government and the great majority 80 
often has been reiterated, and the meas- 
ures being taken against German 
ugents in Russia are so severe, that it 
is not thought it will have much serious 
effect. 

Russia, it is stated, has never pro- 
tested against its allies’ peace aims, as 
represented, but merely has sought an 
understanding. Secret diplomacy under 
the old regime allowéd the Czar to 
make personal treaties with other na- 
tions, unknown even to his own min- 
isters, and it is thought possible that 
some of the allies may consider Russia 
bound by some such unknown agree- 
ment. It is more to clear up this diff- 
culty than for any other purpose, it is 
stated, that Russia is so eager to have 
a statement of views.

Becretary, 


Speaking to 1700 in Officers’ Reserve, 


Says No Nation Is Safe While Mili- 
tary Despotism Exists. 


MADISON BARRACKS, N. Y., July 
30.—In a speech here last night before 
17 members of the Officers Keserve 
Corps, Robert Lansing, Secretary of 
State, emphasized the peril of German 
imperialism io the United States ana 
the world; declared his belief that the 
German people would not cast off the 
yoke of autocracy “until the physical 
might of the united democrecies of the 
world has destroyed forever the evil am- 
bitions of the military rulers of Ger- 
many.” That, he added, is the only way 
to restore the peace of the world. 

“Were every people on earth able to 
express their will there would be no wars 
of aggression,’ he said, “and if there 
were no wars of aggression there would 
be no wars, and lasting peace would 
come to this earth. The only way that 
a people can express their will is through 
democratic institutions. Therefore when 
the world is made safe for democ- 
racy, when that great principle pre- 
vails, universal peace will be an accom- 
plished fact. 

“No nation of people will be fit more 
than the United States when that time 
comes. But it has not yet come. A 
great people ruled in thought and word 
as in deed by the most sinister govern- 
ment in modern times, is straining every 
nerve to supplont democracy by the au- 
tocracy which they have been taught to 
worship. 

“When will the German people awak- 
en to the truth? When will they arise 
in their might and cast off the yoke and 
became their own masters? I fear that 
it will not be until the physical might 
of the united democracies of the world 
has destroyed forever the evil ambitions 

of the military rulers of Germany and 
liberty triumphs over its arch enemy.”’ 

: Righteousness of Cause. 

Secretary Lansing sought to drive 
home to the student officers the right- 
eousness of the cause for which they 
had volunteered to go to France and 
fight, asserting that America would win 
because our cause is the cause of jus- 
tice and of right and of humanity. 

“The immediate cause of our war 
with Germany—the breaking of her 
promises as to indiscriminate submarine 
warfare—has a far deeper meaning,”’ he 
said, ‘‘a meaning which has been grow- 


ee ee 


ing more evident as the war has pro- 
gressed and which needed but this act 
of perfidy to bring it home to all think- 
ing Americans. The evil character of 
the German Government is laid bare 
before the world. We know now that 
that Government is inspired with am- 
bitions which menace human liberty, 
and that to gain its end it does not hes- 
itate to break faith, to violate the most 
sacred rights, or to perpetrate intoler- 
able acts of inhumanity. 

“It needed but the words reported to 
have been uttered by the German Chan- 
cellor to complete the picture of the 
character of his Government, when he 
announced that the only reason why the 
intensified submarine campaign was de- 
layed until February last was that suf- 
ficient submarines could not be built 
before that time to make the attacks on 
commerce efficient. Do you realize that 
this means, if it means anything, that 
the promises to refrain from brutal sub- 
marine warfare, which Germany kad 
made to the United States, were never 
intended to be kept, that they were only 
made in order to gain time in which to 
build more submarines, and that when 
the time came to act the German prom- 
ises were unhesitatingly torn to pieces 
like other ‘scraps of paper?’ 

Why U.S, Entered the War. 

“It is this disclosure of the character 
of the imperial German Government 
which is the underlying cause of our 
entry into the war. We had doubted, 
or at least many Americans had doubt- 
ed, the evil purposes of the rulers of 
Germany. Doubt remained no longer. 
In the light of events we could read the 
past and see that for a quarter of a cen- 
tury the absorbing ambition of the mili- 
tary oligarchy which was the master 
of the German empice was for world- 
dominion.” 

Asserting that the future of the Unit- 
ed States is at stake, the Secretary sai-:i 
that “if any of you have the idea that 
we are fighting others’ battles and not 
our own, the sooner he gets away from 
the idea the better it will be for him, 
the better it will be for all of us. 

‘Imagine Germany victor in Europe 
Lecause the United Stites remained neu- 
tral. Who then, think you, would be 
the next victim of thorvé who are seek- 


ing to be masters of the whole earth’ 
Would not this count*y, with its enor- 
mous wealth, arouse the cupidity of an 
impoverished though triumphant Ger- 
many? Would not ci-is democracy be 
the only obstacle be:ween the autocratic 
rulers of Germany and their supreme 
ambition? Do you chink that they would 
withhold their han‘ rich a 
prize? 

“Let me then ask you, 
er or wiser for this courtry, single-hand- 
ed, to resist a Germin empire, flushed 
with victory and with g:cat armies an‘! 
navies at its command, than to unit: 
with the brave enemies of that empire 
in ending now and for ali time this men- 
ace to our future’ Primarily, then, 
every man who crosses the ocean ‘¢*0o 
fight on foreign soil egainst the armies 
o* the German empire goes forth to 
fight for his own country and for the 
preservation of those things for which 
cur forefathers were willing to die. 

“To those who thus offer themselves 
we owe the same debt that we owe to 
those men who in the past fought on 
American soil in the cause of liberty. 
No, not the same -eot, but a greater 
cne It calls for mure patriotism, move 
self-denial and a true vision to wage 
war on distant shor's than to repel an 
invader or defend -ne’s home.”

Guilt of Germany. 

Answering those who, he said, might 
think it improbable that Germany would 
attack the United States if she won the 
war, Secretary Lansing cited things 
which Germany has been guilty of 
which were thought improbable, yes, 
impossible, before the war—violation of 
treaties, the crimes of murder, extor- 
tion and vandalism in Belgium and 
France, submarine brutality and bomb 
dropping on cities. “Yet, God help us, 
these things have come ’to pass,’ he 
exclaimed, ‘‘and iron crosses have been 
awarded the perpetrators. 

‘But there is more, far more,’’ he con- 
tinued, “‘which might be added to this 
record of unbelievable things which the 
German Government has done I only 
need to mention the attempt of the For- 
eign Office at Berlin to bribe Mexico to 
make war upon us by promising her 
American territory. It was only one of 
many intrigues which the German Gov- 
ernment was carrying on in many lands. 
Spies and conspirators were sent 
throughout the world. Civil discord was 
encouraged to weaken the potential 
strength of nations which tMmight be ob- 
stacles to the lust of Germany’s rulers 
for world mastery. Those of German 
blood who owed allegiance to other 
countries were appealed to to support 
the fatherland, which beloved name 
masked the military clique at Berlin. 

“Some day I hope that the whole tale 
may be told. It will be an astounding 
tale indeed. But énough has been told 
that there no longer remains the shadow 
of a doubt as to the character of Ger- 
many’s rulers, of their amazing ambi-

Los Angeles Editor Served in 
Two Wars; Was Foe of 


Organized Labor. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 3#.—Gen. 
Harrison Gray Otis, president and gen- 
éral manager of the Los Angeles Times, 
died today at the home here of his son- 
inlaw, Harry Chandler. 

The death of Gen. Otis occurred while 
he was at breakfast. Heart disease was 
said to have been the cause. Although 
he had suffered occasional! attacks of 
iliness recently, Gen. Otis had been at 
his desk in the Times office nearly 
every day within the last few weeks. 


Otis, himself a veteran of two 
came of a long line o fmilitary 


and statesmanship ancestty. His gran#- 
father was a soldier of note in the Rev- 
olutionary War and the Otis stock pro- 
duced James Otis, Revolutionary patriot 
and orator, and the frst Harrison Gray 
Otis. once noted as a Senator from 
Massachusetts. Gen. Otis was 50 years 
of age, his birth having ocecurreal on a 
Washington County (O.) farm, Feb. 14, 
1837. 

More than five years of Gen. life 
was spent as a vvlunteer soldier of the 
linited States. In 1861, at the age of 
4. he enlisted in the Twelfth Chio Vol- 
unteers, Was promoted through all 
grades to a Captain in i864. In tha* 
year a consolidation of regiments placed 
him in the Twenty-third Ohio Veteran 
Volunteers, his Colonel and Captain be- 
ing, respectively, Rutherford B. Hayes 
and William McKinley. Altogether 
Otis saw 49 months of actual service in 
the Civil War, was twice wounded and 
received geven promotions, including 
two brevets, retiring with the title of 
Major and Lieutenant-Colonel, by bre- 
vet.

A single bullet or club of 
prevention is worth a whole arsenal of cure 
when we are dealing with riots.

Some Ideas About Smoke. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Judging from the articles appearing from 


time to time, discussing the smoke preven- 
tion laws, I feel satisfied that much mis- 
apprehension exists on the subject so that 
the arguments one way or tke other fall 
wide of the mark. 

First. The destructive effect of the smoke 
is not Inherent in the soot content, but in 
the sulphur gases which. in combination 
with motsture, form the destructive acids 
whose effects are so noticeable in worn-out 
gutters, rotting stones, etc. The aLatement 
of smoke, either through spectal meth- 
ods of firing or through special boliers or 
smoke consuming devices, does not elimi- 
nate this exceedingly destructive element of 
all forms of fuel containing sulphur in ap- 
preciable quantities. 

Second. The saving of fuel through tho 
burning of the soot (the black portion of 
the smoke) is nearly negligible. The real 
saving ia in obtaining a complete combus- 
tion of the unconsumed gases—and there 
are devices on the market which eliminate 
the soot without adding one tota to the 
amount of gases consumed and so0 without 
economizing in any appreciable degree, 

Third. As some gardeners add soot to the 
ground in which they do their planting, I 
belleve that the injuries to plants through 
the soot in the smoke has Leen greatly ex- 
aggerated, while any gardener will tell you 
that an extremely small proportion of sul- 
phur in a green house will kill off all his 
tender plants. 

So it seems to me we are attacking the 
apparent evil rather than the real and I 
am inclined to think that some form of 
central heating plant in which a washer (to 
take out the sulphur gas) may be installed, 
will be the finaf solution of the difficulty 
unless gas can be produced at a price suf- 
ficiently low for heating purposes. At any 
rate our present individual scheme of heat. 
ing is wasteful, expensive, unsatisfactory

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THE FIRST STEP. 


The trouble with the resolution of the so-called 
American Union against militarism, which Sena- 
tor Stone has been asked to introduce in the 
Senate, is that it takes no account of the funda- 
mental moral issues of the war. 

As an expression of good will towards those 
among our enemies who want this war settled 
without indemnities and annexations, the reso- 
lution may be accépted by Americans of good 
will. But as a basis of peace the resolution is 
impossible. It stops short of the vital issue. A 
peace by agreement with the present masters of 
the central Powers, even though it eliminated an- 
nexations and indemnities, would be nothing 
more than a truce preparatory to another war. 
It would leave Europe precisely where it was 
before the war, with! the causes of the present 
war untouched. It would give the military 
autocracy, which brought on this war a respite to 
unify its powers, recruit its forces and prepare 
for a more effective blow. It would not decide 
whether the world is to be governed under 
autocracy or democracy; it would not decide 
finally whether the rights of small nations are 
to be respected or whether the rights of neutrab 
nations and the interests of humanity are to 
be protected from ruthless assault. 

America is in the war because we found that 
we would not live at peace with the autocratic 
masters of the central Powers and retain our 
self-respect or our rights on the seas, or even- 
tually hold our sovereignty as a nation and our 
liberty as a people. We were driven to fight 
against an autocracy which ruthlessly employed 
every available weapon, regardless of justice or 
humanty, to carry out successfully its ambitions 
for military glory, for financial and commercial 
conquest. We found that democracy could not be 
safe anywhero in the world, and that justice, 
liberty and humanity were helpless unless the 
will to conquer of this autocracy were broken 
by the crushing of its militar~ and political 
power. Stopping the war without destroying the 
will and the power to make it ruthlessly for greed 
and glory would accomplish nothing. So long 
as Germany has masters in control of Central 
Europe Who can control the will and resources 
of their people to make wars for gain and con- 
quest there can be no peace. 

We must first, therefore, win our moral and 
political issue against the ruthless ambition and 
irresponsible power of miltary autocracy be- 
fore ceasing the physical conflict. 

The first task of the American Union against 
militarism, if its principle is to prevail, is the 
crushng, of the brutal militarism in Central 
Europe which menaces and attacks the rights 
and liberties of the world. When that military 
despotism with its conscienceless aims and ruth- 
less methods is destroyed, we may then have a 
just and enduring peace and a world union 
against militarism, based on the good will and 
cooperation of free peoples. Our present busi- 
‘ness is to knock out German militarism. 7 
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A recent vote in the House of Commons shows 
that peace sentiment in England is weaker than 
it was two years ago, so effective have been 
Zeppelin raids and other forms of German fright- 
fulness in arousing the British people. 
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NICHOLAS ROMANOFF’S BROKEN LEG.

WAR IN THE AIR. 

The passage by both houses of Congress of the 
$640,000,000 aviation bill officially marks the be- 
ginning of a new era of the great war. The 
measure as passed provides for the construction 
of 22,000 flying machines. It has been estimated 
by experts that 10,000 can be turned out in a 
year. 

Airplanes have done effective service since the 
beginning of the conflict on all fronts chiefly as 
scouts. The program undertaken by the United 
States contemplates more than machines for ob- 
servation—it contemplates the use of flyers in 
mass, in squadrons, fleets and divisions. 

It is expected that when America gets a great 
flotilla of flying machines into action that n 
only will the German Taubes be driven from the 
sky and the Prussian armies blinded, but that of- 
fensive operations will be undertaken that will 
go a considerable way toward bringing the war 
home to Germany and to an end. 

Experts have speculated on the potentialities 
of several thousand aeroplanes dropping bombs on 
a given point at one time—on Heligoland, Basen 
oF Potsdam, but it requires no great military 
genius to visualize the great possibilities of an air 
army. Trenches, concrete bastions, barbed wire 
entanglements, machine guns—all of these are 
great obstacles to the soldier on the ground, but 
the sailor of the air need fear none of these. With 


the exception of anti-aircraft guns he has only 


the fliers of the enemy to contend with, and the] & 


Plans of the American and allied Governments 
provide for such a preponderance of machines 
against the foe that no great opposition for the 
control of the air lanes is likely. 

If America can put 10,000 aeroplanes and 20,000 
trained pilots and observers into the field by 
next summer, quick delevopments touching on 
and appertaining to peace can be expected. - 
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NO TRUCE FOR AUTOOCRACY. 

Whoever is honestly seeking the peace -terms 
of the democracies now in the death grapple with 
German autocracy can find them in the formal 
statement issued in Paris Friday by the war con- 
ference of the allied Powers, which “are re- 
solved not to lay down their arms until they 
have attained the end which in their eyes dom- 
inates all othefs—to render impossible a return 
of the criminal aggression such as that whereof 
the central Powers bear the responsibility.” 

Although it is not easy at this time to codify 
the exact terms of peace acceptable to democracy, 
it is easy to recognize the work of the Kaiser's 
representatives and sympathizers in the new 
peace propaganda which magquerades as the Peo- 
ple’s Council of America and which has adopted 
the principle of no annexations and no indem- 
nities as the first plank in its platform. This 
movement was first started by German agents in 
Russia and it has extended rapidly, because it 
appeals to the sentimentalities of all the mushy- 
minded whose international sympathies are 
stronger than their intellects. This formula of 
no annexations and no indemnities is an elegant 
translation of the German proposal for peace 
on the basis of the status quo ante, which has 
been held out to the allies for more than two 
years. 

A’ political pillow fight has been waged about 
it in Berlin, but when German autocracy talks 
about peace that is what it has in mind—a peace 
that will end the war without penalties to Ger- 
many, which will leave the autocracy and the 
institutions of militarism untouched, which will 
restore the German colonies, rehabilitate the 
German foreign trade and enable Junkerdom to 
make ready for another raid against civilization. 
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THE SHIELD OF DAVID. 

The organization in London of a regiment com- 
posed entirely of Jews, whose emblem will be the 
Shield of David, serves to call attention to a re- 
proach against an entire race which is sinking to 
deserved oblivion in the present great war. 

For centuries the cry of the anti-Semite haz been 
“The Jew will fatten off the country in which he 
lives but he will not fight for her. In fact, he 


will give aid and comfort to the enemy if he can 


profit financially thereby.” This attitude has led 
to pogroms in Russia and exile and persecution 
in other lands. 

Today’s conflict shows: and has shown conclu- 
sively for three years that the Jew is a patriot 
in the truest sense of the word. In France, En- 
gland and Russia he is shedding his blood and his 
treasure. In Germany and Austria his services 
have been so conspicuous that at the present hour 
there is before the Reichstag a bill to permit sev- 
eral thousand of Jewish non-commissioned officers 
to qualify for commissions a right which has 
been denied them for a hundred years. 

In America, where the Jew is denied none of 
the rights of citizens, he is doing even more than 
his proportionate share. The list of officer-can- 
didates at the various training camps show how 
he is answering the call of his country. Figures 
from one of the eastern camps near New York 
City reveal that one-tenth of the applicants are 
of Jewish persuasion, while the Jewish population 
is about one-fifteenth of the whole in this country. 

The works that the Jews of this country have 
done for war relief and kindred charities need not 
be mentioned. They are large enough and non- 
sectarian enough to speak for themselves. Some 
Jews expect that the kingdom of Palestine will 
be created for them, afte the war. Whether it 
is or not, the race will have scored a great vic- 
tory in showing the falsity of the reproach that 
the Jew is not a patriot. The elander has beeh 
washed out in his blood and the blood of his 
enemics.

The suggestion of a British writer that the 
United States be appointed a “trustee for ¢iviliza- 
tion,” to administer the affairs of all German 
African colonies and the Congo Free State is very 
nice of him, but the thing fs hardly likely to come 
to pass. Of several obstacles in the way, not the 
least would be the unwillingness of this country 
to undertake the task. 

It is proposed, by a payment of $5,100,000,000, to 
satisfy Belgian and Portuguese claims on part of 
the territory, lump some 4,700,000 square miles 
into one tract and let Americans govern it through 
a commission such as was so effective in the Phil- 
ippines. Inasmuch as the domain would comprise 
about one-fourth of all Africa, would be consider- 
ably greater than the area of the United States 
outside of Alaska and about half as great as all 
of South America, the commission would have 
a real job on its hands. 

No doubt it would be done properly, with a view 
to a program of “equal opportunities for all 
whites, free trade and a progressive, nonexploit- 
ing land policy.”

THE WEEKLY WAR SUMMARY. 


T would almost take a German to say what hap- 

| pened in the paper last week; first, because no- 
body else has any heart for what probably did 
happen; and, second, because only a German under- 
stands war well enough to make such an analysis. 
The way the Russians came back through the paper 
all week was terribly disheartening. We made tre- 
mendous efforts to stop them when they got to the 
editorial page, but they had that want-ad look on 
their faces, and one would as well have tried to stop 
a heard of greased pigs.

The spectacle of someone in the paper suddenly 
mounting an advertisement, clearing his throat as if to 
say something, and then getting down without say- 
ing a word has been so common for the past week that 
everybody has remarked it. What everyone seems to 
feel is that the Russians are to remain more or less 
permanently back where they are, perhaps on the mar- 
ket page. If the rest of us can meanwhile make the 
world safe for cowardice and other qualities in which 
the Russians seem to excell, there is no reason why 
they can’t stay there indefinitely, raising children and 
whiskers. There is something sad about it, but as Just 
a Minute says, the shaved man’s burden hasn’t a 
great deal to do with the war on the Kaiser. It can 
be taken up later. 

The week otherwise has not been eventful. There 
has been no resumption of the debate on Page 2 since 
the speech by Michaelis. A good many Germans are 
wondering with the rest of the world why Michaelis 
was substituted for Von Bethmann-Hollweg, only to 
say the same thing that Yon Bethmann has been say- 
ing; but that is only what most of the Germans have 
done since the war started—wonder. None of the 
heavy thinkers in the paper have ever believed that 
the German people quite understood what the war 
was about. 

Our own participation in the war remains pretty 
much in the way of moral support to our allies, though 
the President encouraged everybody during the week 
by seizing both Col. Goethals and Lawyer Denman 
where their clothes weren't pinching them and cast- 
ing them headlong out of the paper.

Today’s conflict shows and has shown conclu- 
sively for three years that the Jew is a patriot 
in the truest sense of the word. In France, En- 
gland and Russia he is shedding his blood and his 
treasure. In Germany and Austria his services 
have been so conspicuous that at the present hour 
there is before the Reichstag a bill to permit sev- 
eral thousand of Jewish non-commissioned officers 
to qualify for commissions a right which has 
been denied them for a hundred years. 

In America, where the Jew is denied none of 
the rights of citizens, he is doing even more than 
his proportionate share. The list of officer-can- 
didates at the various training camps show how 
he is answering the call of his country. Figures 
from one of the eastern camps near New York 
City reveal that one-tenth of the applicants are 
of Jewish persuasion, while the Jewish population 
is about one-fifteenth of the whole in this country. 

The works that the Jews of this country have 
done for war relief and kindred charities need not 
be mentioned. They are large enough and non- 
sectarian enough to speak for themselves. Some 
Jews expect that the kingdom of Palestine will 
be created for them, afte the war. Whether it

stands war well enough to make such an analysis. 
The way the Russians came back through the paper 
all week was terribly disheartening. We made tre- 
mendous efforts to stop them when they got to the 
editorial page, but they had that want-ad look on 
their faces, and one would as well have tried to stop 
a heard of greased pigs. We put two or three pow- 
erful cartoons in their way, and some of the best ap- 
peals to reason we have ever had in our editorial 
columns confronted them from time to time, but ev- 
ery obstruction was swept aside. Neither the dispas- 
sionate pleadings of the letter column, the withering 
satire of Just a Minute, nor the biting sarcasm of 
Answers availed in the least. By the time we 
knocked-off Saturday afternoon the back of the pa- 
per was so full of Russians that it had the fullness 
and buoyancy of a hair mattress. — ae 

Nobody in the paper cares to say what the Russians 
are going to do. The consequences to ourselves are 
such that one hesitates to say everything one thinks. 
The spectacle of someone in the paper suddenly 
mounting an advertisement, clearing his throat as if to 
say something, and then getting down without say- 
ing a word has been so common for the past week that 
everybody has remarked it. What everyone seems to 
feel is that the Russians are to remain more or less 
permanently back where they are, perhaps on the mar- 
ket page. If the rest of us can meanwhile make the 
world safe for cowardice and other qualities in which 
the Russians seem to excell, there is no reason why 
they can’t stay there indefinitely, raising children and 
whiskers. There is something sad about it, but as Just 
a Minute says, the shaved man’s burden hasn’t a 
great deal to do with the war on the Kaiser. It can 
be taken up later. 

The week otherwise has not been eventful. There 
has been no resumption of the debate on Page 2 since 
the speech by Michaelis. A good many Germans are 
wondering with the rest of the world why Michaelis 
was substituted for Von Bethmann-Hollweg, only to 
say the same thing that Yon Bethmann has been say- 
ing; but that is only what most of the Germans have 
done since the war started—wonder. None of the 
heavy thinkers in the paper have ever believed that 
the German people quite understood what the war 
was about. 

Our own participation in the war remains pretty 
much in the way of moral support to our allies, though 
the President encouraged everybody during the week 
by seizing both Col Goethals and Lawyer Denman 
where their clothes weren’t pinching them and cast- 
ing them headlong out of the paper. That din, then, 
is settled, and we can devote the space it has been 
taking to progress on shipbuilding and otherwise 
holding up our end. It is pretty well understood 
throughout the paper that the collapse of the Rus- 
sians has added at least another year to the war. 
That is, it will be a year before we can take Russia’s 
plage; but once we do take it, as our editorial writ 
ers are now pointing out, there will be none of the 
usual Russian monkey business. The element in this 
country corresponding to that causing the trouble in 
Russia is happily confined to Emma Goldman and a 
few others; and they, in turn, are happily confined 
in jail. This is what Just a Minute calls pursuing an 
idea to its logical conclusion. 

Something better this week—maybe.

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Some: Ideas About Smoke. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Judging from the articles appearing from 


time to time, discussing the smoke preven- 
tion laws, I feel satisfied that much mis- 
apprehension exists on the subject so that 
the arguments one way or the other fall 
wide of the mark. 

First. The destructive effect of the smoke

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TROUBLES ENOUGH. 

The suggestion of a British writer that the 
United States be appointed a “trustee for ¢iviliza- 
tion,” to administer the affairs of all German 
African colonies and the Congo Free State is very 
nice of him, but the thing is hardly likely to come 
to pass. Of several obstacles in the way, not the 
least would be the unwillingness of this country 
to undertake the task. 

It is proposed, by a payment of $5,100,000,000, to 
satisfy Belgian and Portuguese claims on part of 
the territory, lump some 4,700,000 square miles 
into one tract and let Americans govern it through 
a commission such as was so effective in the Phil- 
ippines. Inasmuch as the domain would comprise 
about one-fourth of all Africa, would be consider- 
ably greater than the area of the United States 
outside of Alaska and about half as great as all 
of South America, the commission would have 
a real job on its hands. 

No doubt it would be done properly, with a view 
to a program of “equal opportunities for all 
whites, free trade and a progressive, nonexploit- 
ing land policy.” Nor is there any doubt that, 
under American tutelage, such an empire of un- 
limited natural resources would come of it as 
would tempt any freebooter power to dreams of | 
conquest. 

Having made it go, America would never see it 
gobbled. She would have to become its military 
as well as its administrative guarantor. The Unit- 
ed States, what with Cuba, the Philippines, Haiti 
and Hawaii, already has quite enough of that sort 
of obligations. 

America has not gone Into this war to Increase 
her ove seas holdings by a single acre. It was 
bad enough for us to be forced into the {mbroglio 
of Buropean politics without looking for more 
trouble on the western coast of Africa.

nate this exceedingly destructive element of 
all forms of fuel containing sulphur in ap- 
preciable quantities. 

Second. The saving of fuel through the 
burning of the soot (the black portion of 
the smoke) is nearly negligible. The real 
saving is in obtaining a complete combus- 
tion of the unconsumed gases—and there 
are devices on the market which eliminate 
the soot without adding one iota to the 
amount of gases consumed and so without 
economizing in any appreciable degree, 

Third. As some gardeners add soot to the 
ground in which they do their planting, I 
belleve that the injuries to plants through 
the soot in the smoke has Leen greatly ex- 
aggerated, while any gardener will tell you 
that an extremely emall proportion of suyl- 
phur in a green house will kill off all his 
tender plants.

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WAR IN THE AIR. 

The passage by both houses of Congress of the 
$640,000,000 aviation bill officially marks the be- 
ginning of a new era of the great war. The 
measure as passed provides for the construction 
of 22,000 flying machines. It has been estimated 
by experts that 10,000 can be turned out in a 
year. 

Airplanes have done effective service since the 
beginning of the conflict on all fronts chiefly as 
scouts. The program undertaken by the United 
States contemplates more than machines for ob- 
servation—it contemplates the use of flyers in 
mass, in squadrons, fleets and divisions. 

It is expected that when America gets a great 
flotilla of flying machines into action that 
only will the German Taubes be driven from the 
sky and the Prussian armies blinded, but that of- 
fensive operations will be undertaken that will 
go a considerable way toward bringing the war 
home to Germany and to an end. 

Experts have speculated on the potentialities 
of several thousand aeroplanes dropping bombs on 
a given point at one time—on Heligoland, Hasen 
or Potsdam, but it requires no great military 
genius to visualize the great possibilities of an air 
army. Trenches, concrete bastions, barbed wire 
entanglements, machine guns—all of these are 
great obstacles to the soldier on the ground, but 
the sailor of the air need fear none of these. With

Money Was Sent to Her by American Woman to Whom 
She Gives an Amusing and Interesting Account- 
ing of the Expenditures on her War Godchildren 
in Paris. 


H® following is the last of a series of five letters that the Post-Dis- 
patch has printed from an American woman in Paris, who for 
nearly a year has been acting as war godmother to friendless 

soldiers. The first four letters of the series were to her husband in the 
United States, but this one is to an American woman who contributed $100 
to help the cause. | 


PARIS, June 21, 1917. 

My dear Mrs. F.:—Your letter with its enclosures came to me one day 
last week, too late for my acknowledgment to catch the outgoing boat. 
I thank you now from the depths of my heart in the name of every soldier 
who will profit by your kindness. Because I want you to know how far 
One hundred good, American dollars can go when wisely distributed. 

I am of course taking it for granted that you are willing to allow me 
to spend your money as I see fit—that is to say, I hope you won't object 
to my giving some of it to soldiers, not all of the French army. You see, 
I’ve lived over here long enough to know that all soldiers are good soldiers. 
Of course I love the French ones best because they are such babies, but 
the Canadians, being almost Americans, are close to my heart too. And 
the Tommies are as nice as the Australians, and the Australians are dears. 


And there yow are! 


Y*: see I go almost daily to an ' Mont. A dear, fat, old priest showed us 


around and of him I bought five little 
medals. 

I gave $2 of your money to a Canadian 
soldier on the evening when he was re- 
turning to the trenches after 10 happy 
days in Pafis, the first leave he’d had 
in 17 months. I gave another $2 to an 
English boy whose mother is very 1:1 
and he had sent every cent of his pay 
to her that he could spare. 

A woman with four babies was sent to 
me by a friend and I took her to the 
Vestaire for a complete outfit of clothes 
for them all. She was too delighted for 
words. When she left I gave her $2. Her 
husband was a soldier until he lost both 
legs. He now sells flowers on a street 
corner. 

One hot afternoon I had eight soldicrs 
out to see the tomb of Napoleon. We 
were all very tired and thirsty, so I 
took them to a tea place. This place is 
not cheap. I'm charging you $2.50 for 
the tea and SOME of the cakes. 

I’m going to take $10 of your money 
for a wonderful day spent at Versailles 
with seven boys. This doesn’t cover the 
day, by a good deal, but I WANT to 
pay some myself. 


English charity which is called 

“a corner of Blighty in Paris,” 
where we serve tea and other things 
to all English-speaking soldiers. In 
this way I come in contact with many 
boys of all sorts and conditions and 
families. And every one is a hero 
and every one is so grateful. But, 
you'll see from this letter what I’m 
doing. 

The very first of your checks which 
I spent was for $3 worth of Pall 
Mall cigarettes. They are very ex- 
pensive here and adored by the boys 
who have lived in England or Ameri- 
ca. I give these to those boys only, 
and as a reward of merit. 

Next I bought four fountain pens 
for four poor devils who write to me 
with bits of pencil, 1 ostly rubbed out 
by the time the letters arrive. Don’t 
be frightened when I tell you that 
the two next items were two beauti- 
ful boxes of mixed chocolates whicn 
cost exactly $11. The boxes even at 
this price were not so very large. 
They went to two boys in hospitals. 
Soldiers soon learn to be good to 
each other, and what is sent to one 
{fe distributed as far as it will go. 
So the boxes of candy went to two 
boys in vards. In one there were 30 
cripples and in the other 35. I’m sure 
some of them, poor ignorant peasants 
that they are, had never SEEN candy 
like that. I presume each man got 
as much as two pieces, no-more. 


Y next purchase may seem ut- 
terly wild to you. It was a

DO hope you won't feel I've spent 
too much of your check on the 
Canadians. Just as it happened, I’ve 
been thrown with them a good bit 
lately.

fed on the bottle is from 10 to 15 times 
as great as among breast-fed infants. 

We have not yet succeeded, and prob-

ably never will 
artificial food for infants equal to moth- 
er’s milk. 

When children must be artificially fed 
cow's milk is almost universally used as 
a substitute, and much can be done by 
taking proper care of it, €S] ecially dur- 
ing summer months. First, it must be 
drawn from healthy cows; second, the 
cow should be curried and the udder 
and flanks moistened before milking, as 
this does much to prevent the falling of 
germs into the milk; third, it must be 
immediately cooled and kept cold, and 
thoroughly sterilized and kept clean 
and sweet. 

The long rubber which 
popular a few years ago, is an abomina- 
tion, since it is almost impossible to 
keep it cleanly. The best bottle is a 
wide-mouthed one, fitted with a nipple 
without a tube attached. Both must be 
kept absolutely clean.

Rebzllion in 
1792 Over 


prohibition recalls an early episode 
In American history known as the 
“Whiskey Rebellion.” 

Toward the end of July, 1791, the 
whiskey question was prominently be- 
fore the country. In Western Pennsyl- 
vania the situation became serious for 
the newly established Government of the 
United States. Then occurred the whis- 
key insurrection, which was caused by 
the Government excise tax levied on 
spirits distilled from grain, a measure 
devised by Alexander Hamilton, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, to bring into the 
coffers of the young nation much needed 
revenue. 

This law was enacted in 1791. It 
provided for a tax of 9 to 3% cents a gal- 
lon, aceording to the strength of the 
liquor. The new tax bore heavily on 
Western Pennsylvania, which was a 
farming community, the chief product 
being grain. Owing to the great cost of 
transportation the only manner in which 
it was possible to make a profit on the 
grain was to distill it into whiskey. A 
cask of whiskey could easily be carried 
by horse or wagon, and the price re- 
ceived paid the transportation and left 
a profit. 

Thus, popular indignation ran high 
when it became known that the Govern- 
ment had levied a tax on the only 
product that supported the Western 
Pennsylvania farmers and distillers. 

The first formal protest against the 
law was made at a meeting held in 
Brownsville, July 27, 1719, when it was 
arranged that committees from four 
Pennsylvania counties—Allegheny, Fay-

That same month Robert Johnson, 
while attempting to serve marshali's 
writs, was set upon by insurrectionists 
and tarred and feathered. Feeling ran 
high and outrages against inspectors 
were frequent. 

Finally, by proclamation dated Sept. 
15, 1792, President Washington “‘earnest- 
ly exhorted and admonished all persons 


to refrain and desist from all unlawful 


combinations and proceedings having as 
their object the obstruction of the ex- 
cise law."’ But the resistence continued 
until it culminated in the attack on 
Gen, Neville’s house at Bower Hill, 
where Woodville now stands. Five hun- 
dred insurgents under John Holetoft 
took part in the disturbance. Inside the 
house were eleven soldiers from Fort 
Fayette, Maj. Kirkpatrick and Gen. 
Neville, the latter revenue inspector for 
Western Pennsylvania. The leader of 
the insurgents was killed and the house 
and outbuildings were burned.
